Large Gains Shown by Report 

of Librarian at Annual 

Meeting 



KEIGHTON IS RE-ELECTED 



A total circulation of 54,589 volumes 
for the year 1931 was reported by Miss 
Mary Church, librarian, at the annual 
meeting of the Narberth Community 
Library Association held on Tuesday 
night. 

This figure represents an increase 
of 12,150 over the preceding year, and 
an average borrowing of nine books 
per capita. 

The Library now houses 9551 vol- 
umes, of which 993 were added since 
the last annual report. In the adult 
department 37,072 volumes were cir- 
culated, and 17,517 in the juvenile de- 
partment. There arc 4077 registered 
borrowers at the Library, 662 of them 
having registered during 1931. 

Mrs. E. H. Cockrill, Mrs. Elizabeth 
K. Wood and 'JVC. Trotter were re- 
elected trustees for three-year terms. 

At the meeting of the board of trus- 
tees following the annual meeting the 
Rev. Robert E. Kcighton was re- 
elected president. Other officers re- 
elected were Mrs. Cockrill, vice presi- 
dent; Mrs. E. C. Drew, secretary, and 
Mrs. Clifford \V. Bates, treasurer. 

The report of the treasurer, Mrs. 
Bates, showed that the total receipts 
for the year were $4949.82, divided as 
follows: On deposit at the Merion 
Title and Trust Company January 1, 
1931, $810;*) received from Borough, 
$2500; received from Borough for in- 
surance, $100.80; from school board, 
$300; from Mrs. Chctwood-Campbell, 
$30; rentals, fines, dues, etc., $1208.12. 

Total expenditures amounted to 
$4058.09 for the year. Of this sum, 
$2477.80 was for salaries; $1034.81 for 
books; $76.50 for magazines; $93.96 for 
supplies and printing; $108.05 for bind- 
. -my, ■ $133.75 f»r equipment;- $14.42 Jor 
petty cash; $18 for miscellaneous ex- 
penses and $100.80 for insurance. 

This left a balance of $891.73 of re- 
ceipts over expenditures. The unavail- 
able balance in the Merion Title and 
Trust Company amounted to $706.22, 
leaving a balance of $185.51. The out- 
standing bills for the month totaled 
$200.37. 

The Library was notified by the 
Clerk of Council that the sum of $2250 
had been appropriated in the 1932 
budget for the Library. 

The report of Miss Church, the 
librarian, follows in part: 

"During the past year the Library 
has followed its usual policy of co- 
operating with the schools and provid- 
ing as far as possible the books needed 
by the students, and giving them every

Drastic Budget Slicing Enables 
Borough to Retain 18-Mill Tax Rate 

Rediscounting of Notes by Merion Title with Philadelphia 

Banks Necessitates #16,000 Payment 

from 1932 Budget. 

SALARIES ARE CUT FROM 10 TO 25 PER CENT. 



Drastic cutting of its 1932 budget, in 
order to set aside $16,000 for the pay- 
ment of notes discounted by the Mer- 
ion Title and Trust Company, enabled 
the Narberth Borough Council to re- 
tain its 18-mill tax rate which was 
adopted at the January meeting on 
Monday night. 

Provision had been made for the 
payment of these loans out of the 1931 
budget but with the closing of the 
Merion Title, borough funds to the 
amount of $11,314.01 were tied up- 
The notes, it was found, had been re- 
discounted by the Merion Title and 
Trust Company with the Philadelphia 
National Bank and the Pennsylvania 
Company, necessitating payment by 
the borough to these banks.

The depositors' group, with Ben- 
jamin H. Ludlow representing Ard- 
more, received official recognition from 
the State Banking Department Mon- 
day to proceed with a more detailed 
study of the assets and liabilities of 
the closed Merion Title and Trust 
Company.

In order to provide for the repay- 
ment of these notes, and avoid raising 
the tax rate, the 1932 budget was cut 
to the bone. Salaries of all borough 
officials and employees were cut from 
10 to 25 per cent. A reduction in the 
appropriation for roads, sewers, ash 
collection, etc., always the largest sin- 
gle item of expense in the budget, of 
$11,298.50 compared to 1931 was made. 

The 1932 budget, appropriating the 
sum of $86,487 from tax moneys and 
miscellaneous receipts, was adopted as 
ordinance number 281. The tax rate 
ordinance, number 282, levied the rate 
of one dollar and eighty cents per hun- 
dred dollars of assessed valuation as 
follows: for general borough purposes, 
$1.27; for street improvement, 10 
cents; for sinking fund and interest on 
bonded indebtedness, 27 cents; for fire 
protection, 16 cents. 

An ordinance, number 283, was also 
adopted fixing standards governing the 
sale of cream in the borough. Accord- 
ing to this ordinance cream must be 
labeled light, medium, heavy or extra 
heavy, light cream to contain at least 
18 per cent, butter fat; medium cream 
at least 27 per cent, butter fat; heavy 
cream at least 36 per cent., and extra 
heavy cream at least 45 per cent.

"Rusty" Callow, crew coach at the 
University of Pennsylvania, told mem- 
bers of the Hala-Cynwyd-Narberth Ro- 
tary Club some of his early experiences 
as a lumberman in the Northwest at 
the regular meeting Tuesday. Mr. Cal- 
low is a resident of Bala-Cynwyd. 

The speaker is one of eleven chil- 
dren born to a pioneer family who 
moved to the head of Puget Sound 
from Wisconsin in 1868. The home- 
stead of 100 acres was developed as 
a farm in the years before the lum- 
bering industry reached that section of 
the country. 

During his years in school and col- 
lege. Mr. Callow worked in the lumber 
camps, starting at 14 to wait on table, 
and later graduating into the more 
interesting axe and saw work. A vivid 
description of methods of "falling" 
timber eight feet in diameter was given. 
Mr. Callow traced the growth of 
lumbering in the northwestern district 
of spruces, hemlocks and Douglass 
firs, and showed the gradual adoption 
of modern methods as the value of the 
timber increased.

The Seven Million Dollar Mystery 

Briefly, is it not about time the good folks on the Main Line were 
given some information concerning the state o[ some seven million dollars 
of their money, tied up in the Merion Title and Trust Company? 

That such information is much desired and sorely needed is proven 
by the fact that today, nearly three months after the crash, the affairs of 
the closed bank are still the prime topic of conversation wherever one 
goes. Some thousands of good, substantial, conservative American 
citizens are staring at a blank curtain, behind which lies the fate of some 
money in which they are much interested. 

The affairs of this bank are not the peculiar and exclusive concern 
of the directors of the institution, nor yet of the State Banking Depart- 
ment. The Merion Title and Trust Company was, and is, a quasi-public 
institution. It stands in that category first, because it requested support 
on public grounds, and second, because some two million dollars in funds 
belonging to the taxpayers is involved in its deposits. 

Information should be issued if only to stop rumors and quench 
scandal and blackmail. As the weeks roll along, more and more ugly- 
things are said and printed; some inspired by distorted facts; some by 
malice; some perhaps by accurate knowledge. The average depositor, 
having only the most unreliable information at his disposal, is ready to 
believe almost anything. Would he not rather have some enlightenment 
from the bank itself — from tlie men who, despite mistakes, arc after all 
known to the community ? 

Some of the officers and directors of the bank worked hard to build 
up the business and reputation of the institution. They have endeavored, 
inspired by community pride, to secure deposits from associates and 
friends who now look upon them with resentment. Are not these officers 
and directors entitled to a release of information which will show clearly 
how and why the disaster occurred? Who, after all, can gain from a 
continuance of the mystery? 

Finally, the fact is recognized by everyone that a new bank must 
be crrited to fill the I'oinmiTcial needs of this great sectiui; 
time, and n will lake inonev but the Mij'|>or! w'll b 
too ;oam inn'.!' r: ■• .ml i.-. kiss Into ln-1oi-\.

to a greater <>r less degree some of the functions of ihe Merion Tide 
and Trust Company. Only a complete knowledge of affairs in the closed 
bank will serve as a basis for the creation of such a successor. 

The- available information today can be summarized in very few 
words : The bank i>- closed ; it was ordered liquidated very quickly there- 
after; it has a« astonishing amount of municipal deposits not covered 
by bond; no plan for reorganization, reopening or for a new bank has 
had any success. Beyond these known facts those who read such things 
may secure their current information from a scandal specialist who offers 
long lists of real estate and mortgage transfers which may, in the final 
analysis, mean anything. 

Hardly a day passes but what every newspaper editor on the Main 
Line is urged to start muckraking. Such sentiments show interest, but 
a policy of that kind would serve no good end. 

Is this once great institution to be quietly and mysteriously scrapped, 
and succeeded by a five-and-ten-cent store, or can the citizens reasonably 
expect a concerted, honest and frank community move to lay the facts 
on the table and start building anew for the future? 

The responsibility lies first with the directors, then with the various 
municipal bodies, and finally with the State Banking Department. Facts 
may do good. Continued silence may do a lot more harm

Frederick 
Lewis Allen in his new book, "Onlj 
Yesterday,'' easily and completely 
states the code of our fathers. The 
Vagrant will repeat it here and yon 
who are of his generation will know 
instantly that Allen has stated it cor- 
rectly. You will know also that it 
cannot now be restated and applied. 
And therein lies your impotence. Allen 
states it as follows: 

"This code, as it commonly con- 
cerned young people, might have beetl 
roughly summarized as follows : Women 
were the guardians of morality; they 
were made of finer stuff than men and 
were expected to act accordingly. 
Young girls must look forward in in- 
nocence (tempered perhaps with a 
modicum of physiological instruction) 
to a romantic love match which would 
lead them to the altar and to living 
happily ever after; and until the 'right 
man' came along they must allow no 
male to kiss them. It was expected 
that some men would succumb to the 
temptations of sex, but only with a 
special class of outlawed women; girls 
of respectable families were expected 
to have no such temptations. Boys and 
girls were permitted large freedom to 
work and play together, with decreas- 
ing and well-nigh nominal chaperon- 
age, but only because the code worked 
so well on the whole that a sort of 
honor system was supplanting super- 
vision by their elders; it was taken for 
granted that if they had been well 
brought up they would never take ad- 
vantage of this freedom. And although 
the attitude toward smoking and drink- 
ing by girls differed widely in different 
strata of society and different parts of 
the country, majority opinion held that

"Light Cream" shall contain at least 
IS per cent, of butter fat; "Medium 
Cream" at least 27 per cent, butter fat; 
"Heavy Cream" at least 36 per cent, of 
butter fat and "Extra Heavy Croam" 
at least 45 per cent, of butter fat. 

The person selling such cream may 
indicate In addition to the required 
designation the minimum butter fat 
content of such cream.

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McTighe Chosen Head of 

Young Lawyers' Club 

Continued from Firxt PnKC 

Mr. McTighe, is associated with Henry 
I. Fox at Norristown. Recently he 
was appointed a member of the Com- 
mittee on the Cost of Local Govern- 
ment of the State Bar Association. He 
is also secretary of the Montgomery 
County Bar Association. An ardent 
tennis and squash player, Mr. McTighe 
won the singles championship in the 
closed tournament at the Cynwyd 
Club in 1930 and this winter has played 
■on Cynwyd's C squash team in the 
Interclub League. 

"The idea of a Young Lawyers' Club 
was original for so far as is known no 
•club of its kind lias ever been organ- 
ized," said Mr. McTighe when asked 
about the formation of the group. 
"Montgomery County is distinguished 
by the fact that there are few large 
law firms to absorb and train young 
lawyers. In the past the largest firm 
contained only four members and it 
was only recently that the largest firm 
increased its staff to five. 

"The result was." he continued, "that 
there was little opportunity for the 
young lawyer fresh from an academic 
training in the law school to secure 
any practical training in a law office. 
He was obliged to shift for himself and 
to make his own errors at the cost of 
his client and at the expense of his 
own reputation. 

"Until recently this problem had not 
arisen because few young lawyers were 
admitted and many of them had been 
trained in an office rather than in a 
law school. But recently the influx of 
young lawyers into the county has in- 
creased surprisingly. Unlike the office- 
trained lawyer of the past, who has 
spent three or four years at the Bar 
absorbing its traditions and meeting its 
members, the young lawyers of today- 
come to the Bar from law schools all 
over the country such as Harvard, 
Penn, Yale, Columbia, Michigan, etc., 
«ach with a different training and dif- 
ferent conceptions as to tho practice 
of the law,- and all of them without any 
idea of the' rich traditions and splendid 
ideals of the Montgomery County Bar. 
It was to remedy this situation that 
this club was formed." 

The club, Mr. McTighe explained, 
holds its luncheons at the Norristown 
Club on the first and third Friday of 
every month and at each meeting a 
speaker adresses the members upon 
some subject of interest to them. 
■ During the meetings of the past, he 
pointed out, Hon. J. Ambler Williams. 
President Judge of the Court of Com- 
mon Pleas, spoke on the preparation 
of briefs, oral arguments, master's re- 
ports, cross examination and jury- 
speeches and Hon. Harold G. Knight, 
' » of ■thc_Gv»urt of Common Pleas, 
.Jfssed the advantages and disadvan- 
tages of an office training over that of 
a law school training, the preparation 
of petitions and motions, the settlement 
of cases, courtesy to fellow lawyers and 
the duties and responsibilities of the 
young lawyer in the administration of 
justice. Other speakers have been J. 
William bitter. Esq., former Work- 
man's Compensation referee, who spoke 
on "Workman's Compensation Practice 
arid Procedure;" Hon. J. Burnett Hol- 
land, President Judge of the Orphans' 
Court, who discussed "Orphans' Court 
Practice;" Harry F. Hauser, Esq.. who 
explained laws passed by the Legisla- 
ture during the session of 1931. 

During; the coming month the Young 
Lawyers' Club will hear Samuel H. 
High, Esq., president of the Montgom- 
ery Bar Association, who will talk on 
"Our Bar thirty years ago," and the 
Hon. George C. Corson. Judge of the 
Court of Common Pleas, who will 
speak on "The Trail of a Criminal 
Case." Other eminent speakers have 
been secured for future meetings who 
will discuss "Arbitration," "Legal Eth- 
ics," "Patents," "Condemnation Cases," 
"Civil Practice." "Municipal Law" and 
.other subjects of practical use to young 
lawyers. 

Membership in the club, which in- 
cludes practically the entire group of 
forty young lawyers of the Montgom- 
ery County Bar, is open to any mem- 
ber of the Bar who has been admitted 
within the past ten years. Provision 
has been made to keep it a club for 
young lawyers by automatically ter- 
minating the membership of anyone 
who has been at the Bar for fifteen 
years.

left the train she noticed a young man, 
who apparently had alighted from an- 
other car, watching her.

The bush-honeysuckle has a most in- 
teresting cousin called the twin flower, 
foil id in moist woods. This little 
traiing woodland plant has been called 
the "monument of the man of flow- 
ers' as it was named for Linnaeus, the 
fatler of our modern systematic 
botiny, linnaca borealis. The twin 
Hover is a bit unusual as it bears one 
seed in a pod. two flowers on a stem, 
thrte cells to the seed pod, four sta- 
mens to the flower and five lobes lo the 
flower.

Annual Reports Summarize 
Work of Various Depart- 
ments During Year. 



43 ARRESTS WERE MADE 



Annual reports of the various com- 
mittees of Council, presented at the 
January meeting on Monday night, 
summarized the work of the various 
departments of the borough during 
1931. 
• The report of the Public Safety 
Committee on the operation of the Fire 
Department showed that a total of 88 
alarms had been answered during the 
course of the year. Property to the 
value of $1,011,000 was endangered by 
fire but the actual loss was but $4575. 
Forty-six of the year's alarms were 
for grass, rubbish and bonfires. Burn- 
ing automobiles in the street caused 
eight alarms with damage of $1075, 
while automobiles on fire in garages 
were responsible for five alarms with 
resulting damage of $460. There were 
eighteen alarms for fires in dwellings, 
including apartments, with damage to- 
taling $3500. Fires in stores, garages 
and miscellaneous buildings accounted 
for four alarms with damage of $315. 
Unusual smoke caused one alarm and 
twice during the year false alarms 
brought out the firemen. 

The police report for the year 
showed that a total of 43 arrests had 
been made in the borough, with nine 
fines imposed for a total of $65. 
Twenty-two summonses were issued 
during the year, all but one of them 
being for violation of "Stop" signs. 
Four fines, of $5 each, were imposed 
for these violations. Seven houses 
were reported entered, and eleven au- 
tomobile accidents. Warning tags for 
the violation of parking regulations 
were given to 405 drivers. 

The report of the Building Commit- 
tee indicated that a total of 63 build- 
ing permits had been granted during 
the year, divided as follows :_ Garages, 
10; new roofs, 20; alterations, 25; 
sheds, 3; shops, 1; additions, 3, and 
new houses, 1. A total of 242 inspec- 
tions were made by the Building In- 
spector, George B. Suplee, during the 
year. 



Narberth Library Circulated 
54,589 Books During 1931

assistance in their reference work. 

"When school closed for the sum- 
mer vacation, the children again joined 
the Library Travel Club. The books 
read were descriptive of child life in 
other lands, teaching among other 
things the lesson of world friendship. 
From thirteen to twenty books were 
read, according to grade. Forty-two 
children read twelve books. Twenty- 
nine finished the trip. The Parent- 
Teachers' Association awarded prizes 
to those who did the best work, and 
the Library gave a certificate to all 
who completed the requirements. 

"Children's Book Week in November 
was observed by engaging in activities 
that had as their main incentive che 
reading and enjoyment of books by 
children. During the week 125 new 
books were displayed for the h ".nent 
of children and those interested in 
children's reading. The books with 
their lovely illustrations were read and 
admired, and at closing time on the 
first day they were permitted to be 
taken out not a new book was left 
on the shelves. 

"A Story Hour was held every week 
j until July, when it was discontinued 
j until October. The attendance ranged 
: from twenty-five 10 lifty. This work 
is n joy. The interest of the children 
is so keen as they call for their fa- 
vorite stories and beg for one more 
when the hour is over. 

"In September, the Library had on 
exhibit for a week specimens of hand- 
craft brought from Mexico and Yuca- 
tan by Miss Ellen Brinton. The arti- 
cles exhibited included samples of 
hand-woven fabrics, embroidery, bas- 
kets, children's toys and native wear- 
ing apparel. A great deal of interest 
was taken in this exhibit, especially 
by the children and young people, who 
felt better acquainted with the Mexi- 
cans after examining these articles and 
hearing something of the customs of 
the country. 

"In June there was a change on the 
Library staff when Miss Clara Fol- 
lette, who had been the efficient assist- 
ant librarian for more than two years, 
resigned to attend Library School. 
Miss Frances Christ, wdio had been 
acting as a volunteer assistant, was 
appointed to succeed Miss Follette. 
In the months that have followed her 
appointment Miss Christ has well 
.proved her ability and her fitness for 
the duties of her position. 

"This report can only give an idea 
of the work during the year. At a 
time when every community is strug- 
gling with its own local aspects of 
a business depression, people are turn- 
ing more and more to books. For- 
tunately the belief that libraries are a 
luxury has given way to the under- 
standing that in times like these they 
are a vital necessity in aiding in the 
mental relief of unemployment (quot- 
ing from the Wilson Bulletin for De- 
cember). This may be the time for a 
searching test of libraries. Special heed 
to special service, however, seems the 
immediate and urgent duty. All 
libraries will be particularly aware of 
the problem outside their own walls."

Narberth Health Center 
Leads in General Activity 

As the annual reports come in of the 
other four Child Health Centers con- 
nected with the Community Health 
and Civic Association at Ardmore, the 
Narberth Center feads for general ac- 
tivity. 

Of four centers showing a total in- 
crease in attendance of 828, Narberth's 
increase was 325 of that number. Of 
123 cases referred to physicians, den- 
tists and other agencies, Narberth re- 
ferred 102. Of 305 doses of toxin-anti- 
toxin administered Narberth received 
143. 

The total attendance of children at 
the Narberth Center was 1050. There 
were 55 conferences or meeting days 
on which 1007 examinations were made 
by the attending physician. There has 
been an average of 20 children a week, 
with one doctor and one nurse in at- 
tendance, assisted by volunteers from 
the Woman's Community Club. 

This work all takes place in the 
small first floor room at Elm Hall, 
every Wednesday afternoon throughout 
the year. This year promises even 
further assistance to the preschool 
child to make him physically fit.
